The '054 patent issued from U.S. Appl. No. 09/556,061 (the '061 application), 
which is a continuation of the '010 application, filed on Apr. 29, 1996, which is a 
continuation-in-part of the '724 application, filed on May 31, 1994, now U.S. Pat. No. 
5,420,820. The '061 application is also a continuation of the '157 application, filed on 
Dec. 1, 1997, now U.S. Pat. No. 6,125,388, which is a continuation of the '724 
application. 

The '464 patent issued from U.S. Appl. No. 09/553,395 (the '395 application), 
which is a continuation of the '010 application, which is a continuation-in-part of the 
'724 application. The '395 application is also a continuation of U.S. Appl. No. 
08/982,157, filed on Dec. 1, 1997, which is a continuation of the '724 application.
